REMARKS 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 9, 10, 13, 14, 19, 20, 24 and 25 are canceled without prejudice to, 
or disclaimer of, the subject matter contained therein.

Claims 19, 20, 24 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite. 

Claims 19, 20, 24 and 25 are canceled herein. Accordingly, this rejection is moot. 

Rejection of Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 9, 10, 13, 14, 27 and 28 under 35 U.S.C. $103 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 9, 10, 13, 14, 27 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, first 
paragraph, as containing new matter. 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 9, 10, 13, 14, 27 and 28 are canceled herein. Accordingly, this rejection 
is moot.
